PASTORAL PERSPECTIVE 

Isn't it wonderful how God is leading this church and we are 
becoming the "Priesthood of all believers." This is a pretty 
bold statement, but allow me to demonstrate my amazement 
even though I shouldn't be amazed at God's leading and provi- 
sion. 

To begin, let's consider the numbers-l suppose that would be a 
good place to start for a fellow that was trained to be an engi- 
neer and loved accounting and finance in my MBA. In the 
budget review for the first three quarters of 2009, our giving 
was up 11.5 percent over the first three quarters of 2008! Now 
in a normal year that would be really good. However, for a 
time of economic stress for our country and the world-that is 
God at work in our midst! The other number to consider is our 
Sunday attendance. After three quarters in 2009, we are wor- 
shiping 531 per weekend versus 512 in 2008, almost a four per- 
cent increase. Another indication of God in our midst! 

The following just cannot be quantified but are, from my per- 
spective, indications that God is in our midst: 

OUR WORSHIP SERVICES! 

Have you noticed the spirit in our midst? This is especially ap- 
parent in the Youth-led Wednesday night services. If you have- 
n't been to a Wednesday night recently, it is certainly lively;2 
but there is some very good teaching available for all ages. The 
service, while short (15 minutes), is powerful! 

OUR PASTORAL CARE! 

As I write this, there are several families that are in the griev- 
ing process. The people of this congregation have surrounded 
them with prayer and presence. God has surrounded His people

with blessings that are not always tangible: peace, 
grace, love, mercy, and presence. I am certain 
that there is no way to quantify these intangibles! 

OUR YOUTH! 

There is an excitement that I have not often wit- 
nessed in the midst of our youth. Yes, there is 
some real pain, especially regarding the Stovers: 
all of us, young and old are praying and trusting 
that God is in the midst. I believe that this is a 
time for us all to analyze what is truly important in 
our relationships. I believe, as we are often re- 
minded, that the children will lead them. 

OUR OUTREACH! 

At the beginning of October, our facilities and our 
people helped package over 16,000 meals for "Kids 
Against Hunger!" People were excited to serve 
and the Fellowship Hall was buzzing. It seemed 
that they could have gone on for hours. Also in 
October, we began our "Kids Hope USA" ministry. 
Ten people are partnered with ten students for 
individual mentoring at Sanborn Elementary 



School. Each FCLC mentor has an FCLC prayer 
partner for suppor. Again, God is in the midst of 
our ministry. 

OUR EDUCATION! 

People of all ages are learning and being chal- 
lenged to grow in their faith. The Bible is being 
opened and people are considering the application 
for our lives today (our ministry in the midst of 
where God takes us). 

It is truly exciting to hear how God is using people, 
our people, God's people, to minister to one an- 
other and reach outside ourselves. One of the 
challenges for all of us is to continue to reach out- 
side our comfort zones to fulfill Jesus' mission for 
us: "Go make disciples!" In the next few months, 
we will be offering opportunities for people to en- 
gage and see the love of God in our midst. Please 
be praying on how you might be used by God, 
through FCLC, to bring a cup of cool water to one 
in need.

I figured we would be there until after 3:00 PM but all went so smoothly, we 
were cleaned up and done by 2:15 PM! Amazing! What an incredible turnout with over 56 volunteers, 20 of which 
were FCLC volunteers (Pete Seale, Sandy Seale, the Inskeep Family (x4), Mary Konicek, Adam Konicek, Nadine Heidt, 
Keith Noreen, Shirley Noreen, Heather Williams, Pat Carson, Sally Meier, Shirley Gohmeir, Ed Broestl, Stephani 
Vaughn, Shannon Vaughn, Sharon Vaughn, and Tami Musfeldt)! We were able to package just over 12,000 meals in 
less than 2 hours! Had we not run out of rice (they couldn't fit it all in the truck), we could have easily made the re- 
maining 4000 meals." 

With the help of FCLC-Outreach, the Kiwanis Club of Longmont, Golden K Kiwanis, and Grace Lutheran in Boulder, the 
total contributions collected was $4005.00. This was enough money to fund the packaging of 16,020 meals! Of these 
meals, 2,204 (or 534 bags) were sent to the OUR Center to help the children in Longmont. The remaining meals will 
be shipped to children in Haiti and distributed via Christian World Outreach (more info can be found at 
www.feedingchildren.org ).
